
I* Within the last two or three months the Council for the Protection of 
Rights of Minorities, originally created in Calcutta in 'larch X?b8, 
has acquired many adherents- It is impossible to estimate the number 
of its supporters, but political observers believe it is expanding 
quickly. 

2., The Council, which lias its offices at 209 Lower Circular Road, Suite 2, 
in Calcutta, demands the independence of one-third of Hast Pakistan on 
the grounds that one-third of the inhabitants are Hindus* In addition 
the Council is tryinn to drive a political wedge between Hast and V.fest 
Pakistan by appealing to Host raids tan Muslins, r.my of who n feel they 
have been slighted by the Govemmnt of ’.Vest Pakistan. ~ 

3* If the demand of the Council for independence proves successful, it 
would be followed immediately by accession to the Indian Union. 

h» On 10 September 19l|9 the Council held a public meeting at Bonbon which 
was attended by 10,010 persons; on IS September 19U9 another meting 
at Knnaghat was attended by 5,010 persons. About 19 October 19i«9 a * 
meting is scheduled to be field at Karimgang. 

5* The Council functions openly in vest Bengal but has an underground 
organization in ast Pakistan. Propaganda produced from its press in 
Calcutta is smuggled into •'act Pakistan. 

6* The leader of the Council, !.!r. J. P. 'Utter, a Calcutta barrister, 
was junior counsel for the government of India (COI) daring the Ifeerut 
trials* He i3 an anti-Cornnranict . r Utter hacr a youngsr brotliar who 
is a judge in Calcutta. 

7. Hitter has sent agents into Pakistan to make strategic surveys before 
sending in n raidero lf to breed discontent and engage in other unspecified 
activities. general Lakhlnder Singh, OQC, Eastern tVcmmand, Calcutta, 
is presently being courtwartialled on the charge of accenting a bribe. 
'Titter is aoting as his defense lawyer in the hopes of getting Sin-h 
to draw up the. strategic plane for attacks on T 'ast Pakistan. ' 
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0. Hitter is in correspondence with Dr. Chain ’.feissr/an of Palestine. It 
is believed fitter liopaa to get arms (light weapons, rifles, machine 
guns, etc.) from Palestine, None have arrived to date . 

9. Pakistan protested to the Government of V,e S t Bengal about the 

Council. B. C. Roy, Premier of Vfest Bengal, summoned fitter on or 
about 25 September 19h9. Roy told litter lie could not support fitter's 
organization unless he (Roy) was forced to do so by the Oovernnsnt of 
India. Roy said he was personally sympathetic to ths aims of the 
Council. At present the Government of Vfest Bengal is not backing tbs 
Council, but it is doing nothing against it. 

10. S. P, Nukherjee, Minister of Industry, told fitter that he was sympa- 
thetic to the objectives of the Council but that for the present no 
government support could be made available. Mukherjee said there were 
several people, whose names lie did not mention, in Nehru's Cabinet 
who would give their support to the Council. He added that the atti- 
tude of Nehru could not be predicted but that Nehru may have to yield 
to the majority opinion of hie cabinet. At present the Cfevemmsnt of 
India is not supporting the move cent. 
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
